Finances 
Gloomy 


“The financial picture looks 
gloomy for neat year, but the budget 
is in balance and all the classroom 
programs are intact,’’ Dr. John 
Mullender, assistant superinten- 
dent of administrative services for 
the Placentia Unified School District 
reported this week. 

A first preliminary budget of 
$19.7 million shows an increase of 
about $2.1 million in income, 
reflecting an expected 4.4 per cent 
growth in student population and a 6 
per cent inflation adjustment from 
the state of California. 

However, ‘we have to fund larger 
programs and meet an _ inflation

Placentia’s Senior Citizens, ages

Mayor Clarifies 
Expense Policy 


Mayor Robert Lyons this week 
defended the city's new city council 
expenses policy and added some 
clarifications to its provisions. 

Mayor Lyons said first that the 
provision that permits use of the 
city-owned credit cards for personal 
expense was designed to cover 
instances when a councilman and 
wife may be attending some official 
function but the wife's meal or 
entertainment is not provided for at 
city cost. 

In that instance, Mayor Lyons 
explained, the city credit card might 
be used to pay the bill, with the 
councilman reimbursing the city 
later for his wife's expense. 

Although the expense policy, as 
approved recently by the city 


council, does not specifically state, 
the mayor says that use of the 
telephone credit card for personal 
business is absolutely forbidden, 
even though reimbursement is 
planned. 

The mayor previously had stated 
in a continued city council meeting, 
which extended into a Public Forum 
at Ruby Drive Elementary School 
Wednesday night, that use of the 
general credit card for personal use 
was legal “but against policy.’ 

Further questions were asked 
concerning holding council-expense 
disagreements in executive sessions 
away from the public.

Newsrack Rules Eyed 


A Placentia city ordinance, which 
would forbid the use of coin vending 
newsracks for all publications, on 
public rights of way within the city, 
with certain exceptions, was 
scheduled to be heard Tuesday night 
on a second reading. 

The ordinance consideration, not 
a public hearing, would neverthe- 
less accept testimony from the 
public, the council indicated this 
week. 

Included in the ordinance, which 
was prompted by inquiries to 
Councilman Jack Gomez, concern- 
ing pornographic material, placed 
on public display, are provisions 
prohibiting newsracks being placed 
‘“‘upon public property in a location 
which unreasonably interferes with, 
or impedes, the flow of pedestrian or 
vehicular traffic, creating a nuisance 
which jeopardizes the safety of the 
citizens of the city of Placentia by 
preventing safe passage to and from 
public sidewalks, public streets, 
roadways or parkways. 

At the first consideration of the 
ordinance, Mayor Pro Tem Michael 
Callahan expressed concern that the 
document might violate the rights of 
a free press and suggested careful 
perusal and public input concerning 


the measure. 

The ordinance also states: ‘‘The 
public display of pictorial material 
depicting nudity and sexual conduct 
in publications contained in 
newsracks located on public-rights- 
of-way is patently offensive and 
harmful to passerbys when readily 
visible to them, and is detrimental to 
a healthy moral environment to 
which persons of the city of Placentia 
are entitled."’ 

The document, which delineates 
specifically, material that would be 
deemed pornographic, also could 
exclude all newsracks from streets, 
sidewalks, crossings, intersections, 
parkways, lanes, malls, courtways, 
thoroughfares, parks, squares and 
‘‘any other similar public way.” 

Further provisions include: no 
person shall install or cause to be 
installed any newsrack or other 
structure which projects into or over 
any part ofthe roadway of any public 
street, or which rests wholly or in 
part, upon, along or over any portion 
of the roadway or any public sti° i. 


The ordinance. however, permits 
newsracks to be piaced near a curb 
or adjacent to the wall of a building, 
with specific provisions as to 
placement.

perhaps as well as anybody in the 
country...and an experience does 
come to mind...it isn’t just Southern 
California that can’t beat them...500 
other schools in the country can’t 
either."’ 

“It isn’t very easy to beat them. 
The only thing that happened in my 
nine years, and that happened at 
Pauley Pavilion. UCLA only lost two 
games ever played in the Pavilion 
and they lost them to us. 

“Looking back on it now, they 
have a new significance...they were 
significant. The only two games they 
lost there were to us."’ 

‘*Because of the momentum and 
the training that has built up at 
UCLA, in the coming years I don't! 
see it being any different. Richard 
Washington and Marcus as 
sophomores, will come back. Andre 
McCarter will be back. You don’t 
take anything for granted. 

‘‘Nobody else could do what 
Wooden has done. It should be kept 
in mind and basketball fans won't 
understand that winning in the last 
nine years...eight of nine national 
championships, will never be 
remotely approached ever again in 
collegiate athletics. The standard of 
play will never be equalled. It will be 
a difficult act to follow by some 
coach. 

Powell and Mrs. (Henrietta) 
Powell who attended both final 
NCAA games at San Diego as guests 
of Mr. and Mrs. (Nell) Wooden, are 
planning later this year to take a 
Caribbean cruise together. 

Powell said that Wooden ‘‘has a 
lot of speaking engagements all the 
month of April and May and he'll be 
getting ready for summer camp. I’m 
sure they're going to be having some 
sort of a testimonial for him.’ 

Powell added that he believes 
Wooden's health is a contributing 
factor to his decision to retire at this 
time. ‘‘For 44 years he has been 
going through the strain,’’ Powell 
pointed out...‘‘thirty games a year. 
It is bound to have some effect on 
you."” 

‘*Even winning is tough,"’ Powell 
pointed out, ‘‘because that then 
establishes a pattern. Let's take the 
poor devil who comes in and coaches 
next year. They can win all the 
games, but if they don’t win the 
national championship, it’s been a 
losing season. 

‘*I met John 39 years ago in 1936 
as a high school player and I was 
with him when he first started 
coaching college ball and I wanted to 
be there when he finished,’’ Powell 

explained the trip to San Diego. 
“It’s been a fabulous career."’ 

**Wooden was 52 when he won his 


first national championship. He’s 
now 64. He’s won ten out of the last 
12. 

‘‘John respected the abilities of 
many coaches, but every time we 
talked to him he always made it a 
point to single out Marv Harshman. 

Wooden, who has set unprece- 
dented records in _ basketball 
coaching, has been the subject of 
several books. His Bruins have won 
no less than 19 conference titles 
through the past 25 years. 

Wooden's teams have won better 
than four of every five games they 
have played and at one time 
accumulated an unparalleled 88 
consecutive wins.

However, what you and your 
colleagues apparently fail to realize 
is that by consistently siding with 
City Governments in Court actions, I 
and other citizens are being denied 


the right to fair and impartial 
hearings and decisions. 
Where can I, a citizen of 


Placentia, go when the City acts to 
deny my basic rights? Where can 
any citizen go for the redress of City 
errors when the Courts show time 
after time and case after case their 
obvious bias? 

It seems to me that a hardened 
criminal on a murder charge has a 
better chance for .a fair judicial 
action and decision than the most 
law abiding citizen who has been 
wronged by a City, and elects to seek 
to correct those errors through the 
Courts. 

I know nothing can affect or 
change your recent action, nor do I 
seek a change; but as a citizen | 
would be remiss if I failed to report 
to you the way I see it. 

I hope I haven't broken any rules 


by writing to you. (Signed) 
Bonnie L. Scarpa. 
Robert Von Esch, Fullerton, 


attorney for the Scarpas, said this 
week that his clients have authorized 
him to pursue their cause in the 
appellate courts and also to seek 
clarification on two items not 
included in Judge Bauer's decision,

The writ of mandamus would 
require the city to issue the Scarpas 
an occupancy permit. 

The first hearing in court 
prompted by the Scarpas found in 
their favor with Superior Court 
Judge Walter Charamza ordering 
the city to either permit the Scarpas 
use of the building or to hold another 
hearing more clearly presenting 
their objections. The city chose the 
latter course. 

An appeal on allowing this second 
provision is still pending. 

Von Esch said that proceeding in 
the appellate,courts could take a 
year or more and could work a severe 
nardship or his clients if they must 
pay rent before allowed the use of 
the building, or if indeed denied it.

factor considerably larger than 6 per 
cent,’ Mullender noted. 


All current classroom programs 
have been included in next year's 
budget but with present and 
impending financial difficulties 
facing school districts, “‘we can't 
promise to even hold programs 
together in another year,’’ Superin- 
tendent of Schools, John Tynes said 
this week.

Federal Government for the 
size of unit approved for a 
particulat family. 

In order to afford the 
maximum possible assist- 
ance to its qualified 
applicants in finding appro- 
priate housing, the OCHA 
is actively seeking to recruit 
property owners willing to 
make their rental properties 
available for the Section 23 
Housing Assistance Pay- 
ments Program. Dwelling 
units must be located within 
the OCHA's jurisdiction 
which includes, at present, 
the unincorporated areas 
and the cities of Fullerton, 
Orange, Huntington Beach, 
Buena Park, La Habra, 
Placentia, Yorba Linda, 
Stanton and Laguna Beach. 

The number of rental 
units which can be assisted 
within the jurisdiction of 
OCHA, according to Execu- 
tive Director, Rick Mattes- 
sich, is only 110 for 
non-elderly families and 
400 for elderly. Mattessich 
stated that until the OCHA 
can obtain further alloca- 
tions under the new Section 
8 Program, the 1974 
Housing and Community 
Development Act, there will 
be a long waiting list of 
eligible families who cannot 
be assisted, particularly 
non-elderly families. A 
further problem, according 
to Mattessich, is the low fair 
market rentals ceilings 
imposed by the Federal 
Government. The OCHA 
has been trying and is still 
hopeful to raise those 
ceilings for Orange County 
so that qualified applicants 
can have a wider choice of 
housing and locations. 

Eligibility of families is 
based primarily on their 
income which cannot ex- 
ceed income limits es- 
tablished by OCHA for each 
particular family size. A 
family of four cannot 
exceed, for example, an 
annual income, after certain 
deducions allowed by the 
OCHA, of $7,245, while a 
two person family cannot 
exceed an adjusted annual 
income of $6,325. The 
OCHA has further priorities 


and preferences based 
principally on critical hous- 
ing needs measures. 

Families can submit 
applications by visiting the 
Orange County.

Prospects 


An affiliate of Southern 
California Gas Co. has filed 
amendments this week with 
the Federal Power Commis- 
sion to reflect changes in its 
applications to import 
liquefied natural gas (LNG) 
from Indonesia. 

The changes are in a 
contract between Pacific 
Lighting Corp., parent 
company of the utility, and 
Pertamina, the government 
owned Indonesian oil and 
gas company. The amended 
contract has been approved 
by the Indonesian govern- 
ment. 

According to Don Shively 
Orange County Division 
manager of the gas 
company, today’s amend- 
ments show a new base of 
$1.25 per million British 
thermal units (Btus) in the 
pricing formula of LNG 
delivered in Indonesia. 


The new base price 
formula is designed to 
reflect the fluctuating 


worldwide energy market 
and is tied equally to the 
price of Indonesian crude oil 
and the U.S. wholesale

The contract was signed in 
September, 1973. 

rhe contract calls for the 
purchase of the equivalent 
of 546 million cubic feet of 
natural gas per day. The 
Indonesian gas _ contains 
approximately 1,135 Btus 
per cubic foot, which is 
about seven percent higher 
in heating value’ than 
current domestic sources. 

The price of the gas 
delivered in Southern Calif- 
ornia cannot be accurately 
determined at this time, the 
manager said. The deliver- 
ed price depends on the 
outcome of negotiations by 
Pacific Lighting with Per- 
tamina on shipping ar- 
rangements. These nego- 
tiations are continuing, he 
added. 

Pertamina will provide 
shipping if mutually accept- 
able arrangements can be 
made with shipping com- 
panies, the manager said. 
Pertamina is currently 
reviewing proposals from 
several firms. 

Deliveries of the LNG will 
take place in North Sumatra 
and are expected to begin in 
late 1979. Transportation 
will be in specially insulated 


ships. 
The amendments also 
include revised arrange- 


ments for receiving, storing 
and regasifying of LNG on 
the U.S. West Coast. 
Another affiliate, Wes- 
tern LNG Terminal Co., 
plans to build and operate 
receiving and regasifying 
facilities near Oxnard, the 
amendments show.

| HORSE TAL Es] Pop Warner Completes Coach 


By Joan Johnson 


I'll bet some of you readers will be experiencing your first 
foaling this spring and every book and article you read on 
the subject confuses you a little more, right? It really isn't 
that bad. Mother Nature usually handles things pretty well 
herself, but it's always nice if you can be lurking in the 
shadows in case that favorite mare of yours has some 


problems at foaling time. 


In my opinion, the secret of an easy delivery is to have 
your mare in good physical condition. This means riding 
and exercising her, in your normal manner, right up to 
foaling time, although it's a good idea to eliminate any 
jumping. barrel racing, etc. during the final month of 


pregnancy. 


When her delivery time finally comes and you're lucky 
enough to be present, have a bottle of two per cent iodine 
handy and be ready to apply it to the navel of the foal as 
soon after the cord breaks as possible. I’ve found that this is 
much easier to accomplish while the baby is still on the 
ground. Once he gets up and finds out what those legs are 
for he can really lead you on a merry chase around the 


corral! 


One thing to make certain of when the mare starts to 
deliver is that the baby’s little nose is lying right on top of 
those tiny forelegs. This is the normal presentation position 
and if things don’t look right, get the mare up and keep her 
walking until your veterinarian gets there to straighten 
things out. Don’t attempt to do so yourself unless you know 
what you're doing. Also, if the mare is in hard labor for 
more than 20 minutes with no results, again call your 


veterinarian. 


It sometimes takes hours for the mare to expel all of the 
afterbirth and it’s a great temptation to help her out by 
pulling it out. DON’T!!!!This could cause severe damage to 
her uterus. The same thing can happen if the afterbirth is 
dragging along on the ground and she should happen to 
step on it and pull it out. The safest way to handle this 
situation is to simply tie the afterbirth to her tail so that it's 
up out of the way. When she finally does slip it out, put it 
into a bucket of water and save it for your veterinarian to 
check. He has to make sure the mare hasn't retained any of 
it. This, too, can cause complications. 

Within 24 hours after the foal arrives, the veterinarian 
should check both mama and baby and give them the 


proper injections, etc. 


So now you're the proud owner of a frisky little colt or filly 
and you can look forward to ail the hours the two of you will 
spend together. Raising a foal is very educational as well as 


being lots of fun!

FAR EAST VISIT 


Mr. and Mrs. Ben Chin 
Chen and their daughter 
Sarah, have just returned to 
their home in Placentia 
from a visit to Taiwan. Mrs. 
Chen and Sarah spent a 
month in the Far East 
visiting Mr. Chen's family. 
Mr. Chen joined them for 
two weeks in Taiwan. 

Formosa (also called 
Taiwan) means beautiful 
island in Portuguese. This 
was Mrs. Chen's first visit 
to the Chen family’s home 
in Taichung, a village which 
is centrally located on the 
island. She found the 
climate there similar to that 
of southern California, only 
more humid. There was a 
train which traveled from 
the southern part of the 
island to the north and the 
trip took three hours. The 
climate in the north was a 
bit cooler than the southern 
region, according to Mrs. 
Chen. 

Mrs. Chen observed that 
the houses were built of 
stone and the philosophy of 
construction seemed more 
concerned with practical 
application than aesthetic 
architecture. There were 
several missionaries there 
and one who lived nearby 
had constructed their own 
home in an American style. 

Mrs. Chen observed that 
the merchants lived under 
the same roof as their place 
of business, whether over 
the store or in living 
quarters behind it. She 
enjoyed seeing the many 
beautiful carvings of jade, 
wood and rock. In smaller 
villages in the south, most 


activities were carried on 
outside, such as washing 
and cooking. 

Impressed with the hos- 
pitality of the Chinese 
people, Mrs. Chen noticed 
that they were also very 
attentive to small children. 
School age children were 
very disciplined and eager 
to demonstrate their know- 
ledge of English to Mrs. 
Chen. Mrs. Chen had the 
opportunity to visit a 
nursery school and noticed 
that the curriculum is very 
regimented and not geared 
toward social development 
of the child as many of our 
preschools are in America. 
Children sit at their desks 
and repeat everything the 
teacher says. Sarah, who is 
three years old, quickly 
picked up enough Chinese 
to communicate with the 
other children. 

Another difference in the 
educational system that 
Mrs. Chen noticed was that 
all students in primary and 
secondary schools are in 
uniform and usually segre- 
gated in boy or girl classes. 

During her visit Mrs. 
Chen also found time to see 
Hong Kong. The entire trip 
was a memorable ex- 
perience for members of the 
Chen family, she said.
